Dr. Holmes was not near so fearful of his 
paticnt’s condition yesterday as he had 
been all the while. He has been more 
doubtful, perhaps, than any of the physi- 
cians, and consequently has evidenced ex- 
traordinary anxiety and concern with ev- 
ery little turn in the case that had been 
brought so close to him. lie has attended 
the patient’s beside night and day and has 
slept but little since the operation was 
performed, last night being the first nizht 
that he retired early to reap a few hours’ 
sleep. He was waked by the nurses sev- 
eral times during the night, according to 
his instructions, and went to the bedside of 
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Governor Atkinson to make an examination 
of his symptoms. 
As to His Chances for Life. 

It is needless to say that Governor At- 
kinson has much brighter chances now for 
recovery than he has had since his intense 
agony and pain last Sunuay. 

He has kept rational all the while and 
yesterday afternoon told the doctors that 
he had passed a comparatively comfortable 
day of’ it. They were pleased with the 
wonderful will power he displayed and 
were glad to see that he has always kept 
his mind upon the bright side. It was 
Dr. Nicolson who congratulated him upon 
his surprising nerve, 

“You have surprised us all with your in- 
comparable will power,’ remarked Dr. 
Nicolson. ° 

“That isn’t the first time I have sur- 
prised some of you,”’ replied the governor 
facetiously. 

He has kept up courage alone this line 
alf the while and has never grown melan- 
choly. Tt would have sounded his death- 
koell for him to havg wavered the slight- 
est in his determination to look upon the 
bright side. 

“lL have been in many battles and have 
Seen men face heavy tiring and not flinch, 
but I have never seen more remarkable 
courage manifested than was displayed by 
Governor Atkinson when he was informed 
that the knife must be used and the fearful 
operation be made,’’ remarked an oid .con- 
federate veteran yesterday. ‘He is certain- 
Ty one of the bravest cf men and I am con- 
pelled to admit that his courage is simply 
marvelous. He mace fiis wili as deliberate.

Was signing, and though in a most nervous 
condition and almost burdering upon the 
brink of the grave, his hand was steady 
and his manner perfectly cool. In my 
opinion this was a display of bravery never 
equaled before.”

Charleston, S. C., June 20.—(Special.)—A 
number of the dispensary constables were 
up before Judge Simonton in the United 
States court today to answer for contempt 
of court.

This 
rule is No..13 and reads as follows: 

his league shall not in any manner 
endeavor to intiwstice the action of any na- 
tional, state, county or municipal conven- 
nor shall it indicate, as a league, 
any preference for any candidate before 
any political convention, nor shali ll, as a 
league, recommend any person as an ap- 
plicant for any ofiicial position.” 

So much for what the league should not 
do. Asto whai the league should do, which 
practically directs what it should not do, 
article 3 was quoied. It is as follows: 

“The objects of the league are to en- 
courage, and assist in the formation of 
permanent repubiican clubs and state 
leagues. to invite such clubs and leagues. for 
effective and organized work, and generally 
to advance the principles-of the republican 
party.’ 

On these two old rules the entire reso- 
lution based. jit will be presented to 
the convention tomecrrew inorning. The 
com nittee went into session at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon and for four solid hours 
the forty-six members talked. 
together peaceably, when Senator

Georgia will not be opened for’ the 
admission of women into the university. 

This was one of the last transactions of 
the board of trustees. They took up the 
recommendation of the board of visitors 
that women be admitted and it was 
cussed. They voted down the recommend- 
ation not so much oni ts merits as on the 
expediency of the matter. Without vot- 
ing on its merits,-the board took the posi- 
tion that even if the movement should he 
indorsed, the university was in no posi- 
tion to fully look after the boys. much 
less an additional number of students of 
the female sex. So, if women are to be 
admitted to the university. the legislature 
will not only have to pass upon the ques- 
tion, but will have to provide more means 
for the university. 

The Normal School, 

The only school in session in Athens now 
is the State Normal school and Rock 
college, While other schools are closed, it 
is just entering upon its busiest season. 
It now has over sixty in attendance, and 
President Bradwell confidently expects the 
summer attendance to go over 200. He 
will visit several places next week where 
teachers’ institutes are being held, and 
will put in some good work for the nor- 
mal school. The work done thus far at 
the normal school has been of the most 
admirable nature.

A Georgian Writes to the Postal De- 
partment for Information.

Washington, June 18.—The postoftice de- 
partment receives Many queer complaincs 
and petitions, but a letter received yester- 
dav by the first assistant postmaster gen- 
eral probably caps the climax in com- 
plaints against the government.

THE TRIAL HAD 10 3E STOPPED 


He Was Thought To Be Suffering 
from Acute Irdigestion.

He 
Simply testified that he went into Myers’s 
cell and Myers gave him -the he 
wanted. He said that Myers gave up his 
Shoes -without objection. Witness gave 
the shoes to one of the officers or detec- 
tives at the station house. 

Mr. J. D. Allen, of the firm of Brown & 
Allen, was the next witness. He testified 
that the sign was no longer over old 
Place of business as he had moved to the 
corner of Whitehall and Alabama streets. 
He had been requested by Mr. John Mona- 
ghan to let the sign remain up a few days 
longer as he wished to have a photograph 
taken of it for the purpose of showing that 
the telegraph pole blotted wut the "“&” 
mark and that that was where Myers got 
the idea of Brown Allen.

We expect to show that Crowley and 
Brown Allen went over the hill together 
and that at the end of twenty minutes 
Brown Allen returned to the buggy and 
threw Willie Myers a pocket book contain- 
ing $41 and told him to drive to the car 
line. We expect to show that the tracks 
are not as stated by witnesses for the 
state. We propose to impeach the state’s 
witnesses out of their own mouths.” 

Mr. Moyers then introduced the testi- 
mony at the last trial and the testimony 
of Detective Cason at the coroner’s {n- 
quest. The specific part of Cason’'s testi- 
mony that was desired presented to the 
jury was that portion in which he is quot- 
ed as saying that the tww tracks near the 
body led to the ewamp and “back to the 
buggy.

It was Meyers who said that voung 
Barnes had called on him in Cincinnati 
and had asked rim to come to see him. 
The witness was asked regarding this. 

“I met Meyers at the last tria!,’’ said 
Mr. barnes, “and met him again day be- 
fore yesterday. It was on the courthouse 
square. He shook hands with me and said 
that he had called at my office for me sev- 
eral times, but that I was not in. 

‘“f was in Cincinnati, but I did 
on Meyers, nor did I leave my 
him.” 

In his testimony Meyers produced a card 
Which he said had been left for him. 

“I called at police headquarters,” said 
Witness, ‘“‘to see Colonel Deitsch and to 
how they were arranged at the station 
there. I did not call to see Myers.” 

Mr. Barnes testified that he had exam- 
ined the pistol said to have been taken from 
Myers. Witness had examined it very 
closeiy. He had looked down. the barrel 
and through the chambers of the cylinder 
and witness was of the opinion that it had 
not been fired in four months or more, 
There were rims of rust around the end of 
each cylinder chamber and the barrel was 
rusty and full of lint. 

Cross-Examination Was Lively. 

Solicitor Hill cross-examined the witness 
Very severely and very humorously. 

“Reading law?’ asked the solicitor with 
a look of surprise. Witness answered that 
hé was and in reply to a question said that 
he quit the cigar business some time ago. 

‘How far have you got?’ asked the solic- 
itor, perSuasively. 

Despite ail the solicitor’s questioning 
Witness could not tell how far he had gone 
except that he was studying Blackstone. 

“Which edition of Blackstone are 
reading, Mr. Barnes?’ inquired Mr. 
solicitously, The witness displayed 
hesitancy, but when the question was re- 
peated replied: “First edition.’’ 

Mr. Barnes then s&@d that to be perfectiyv 
frank with the solicitor he would state 
that he had not devoted much time to read- 
ing law, as he was winding up his business 
and acting as Mr. Moyers'’s clerk and look- 
ing after his corréspondence. 

Mr, Moyers raised an objection. to the 
examination of Mr. Barnes on the subject 
of law, and Judge Hart also thought that 
this examinatfon should be deferred until 
the witness applied for admission. Mr. 
Moyers’ said that what a lawyer did not 
Know or did know didn’t matter «much. 
Witness was then cross-examined as to 
What Myers said about-refusinge to call on 
him, and witness teat Myers had 
told him just the opposite, Mr. Barnes 
was asked by the solicitor when he: had 
become an expert pistol examiner. 

lie Was a Star Witness. 

J. H. Medcall, conductor on the Westview 
and Ponce de Leon car line, was called as 
the next witness. His testimony was lis- 
tened to with interest by every one. 

Medcalf’s story, with a few questions in- 
terpolated by Mr. Moyers, was as follows: 

“lL am a conductor on the Consolidated 
and in SeptemPe? was on the Ponce 
Leon and Walker street iine, running from 
Westview cemetery to Ponce .de Leon 
springs. 

“On the morning of September 18th, I he- 
lieve, IT was in charge of a car of which 
McCord was motorman. We were at West- 
View at $:45 and we were within a 
couple of blocks of where the track crosses 
Gordon street we saw a buggy standing 
there waiting. You will remember that 
the track runs afongside of Gordon street 
and the buggy was near the track. When 
we came to the buggy the men hailed -us 
and one of them--there were. two in the 
buggy—asked us if we went to the city, 
I told them that we did. At this one of 
the men got out of the buggy into the car 
and we went ahead, sefore he got out, 
however, MeCord said that the horse had 
been driven hard and that they had given 
him fits. He also said that the men had 
fits, too. They seemed to be wrought up 
or nervous, As we went on I looked 
back and saw the man ® the buggy driv- 
ing rapidly in the direction of West End 
down Gordon street. 

“When I collected the man’s fare who 
got on the car I saw that he was unnerved 
and he was that way all the Way to town. 
He asked me what property sold for in that 
part of the county and I told him what it 
brought last spring. I went to the front of 
the car and was about to name him to the 
motorman when the motorman named him 
first, I had my attention attracted to him 
and I was going to the front to ask Mc- 
Cord if he had noticed anything the mat- 
ter. 

“Before I could say a word, however, Mc- 
Cord asked me if I had noticed that man. 
I asked him what man, as I wanted to see 
if we had noticed the same fellow. He 
said: ‘Don’t: look now.’ and told me which 
man he rréant. It was the man who got 
on the car from out the buggy. McCord 
Said to me: ‘Isn’t he the meanest man you 
ever saw?’ I said I was of that mind. He 
Said that he believed that he had done 
something mean where he came from and 
[ said yes. McCord says, ‘He can’t look at 
you straight.’ [ looked at him and he 
wouldn't look at me and kept turning 
abott and picking at his clothes. 

“I dismissed the matter fram my mind 
vntil I heard of Myers’s statement about 
the man and the street car. Then I went 
to jail to sea? him and see if he was the 
man.”’ 

“Was he the man left in the buggy?’ 
asked Mr. Moyers. 

“To my best judgment,” said the witness 
solemnly, ‘‘Myers was the man left in the 
buggy. I have thought this matter over, 
and it has lain heavily on my mind, and 
I have lost sleep; to the best of my judg- 
ment, Myers was the man left in the 
buggy.”’ 

“Describe the man who got into the car.” 

“The man was twenty-five or twenty- 
eight years old, his hair was dark, he was 
dark complected, had a black mustache, 
black cravat, slightly worn, and a working 
shirt. He got off the car at the corner of 
Hunter and Alabama streets.”’ 

“Did you ever see him after that?’ 
Attorney Moyers. ! 

‘Yes; about ten days later. I was o my 
car going to Ponce de Leon and wa; on 
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} Broad street near the 


Fitten building, 
where we always stop for passengers. I 
was looking around for passengers, and 
when the car started and turned in Mariet- 
ta street my eyes fell upon a man who 
looked like the man that got on the car 
out of the buggy.

I have never 
seen him since.” 

In answer to questions the witness said 
that he first told Starter Thomason about 
it and then Detective Crim, who he thought 
was on the police force at the time. Wit- 
ness went to the police station to see My- 
ers, but was refused admittance. He want- 
ed to see whether Myers was in the buggy 
or not. 

‘‘Was he the man; look at Myers!” said 
Mr. Moyers. 

“In my best judgment he was the man,” 
answered Medcalf. 

A Severe Cross-Examination. 

Solicitor Hill fired question after ques- 
tion at the witness, and in answer to some 
of these he said that he didn’t notice every- 
body on the car. Witness didn’t remember 
which man in the buggy stopped the car. 
He didn’t remember which asked if he went 
to the city. Witness said it was not his 
place to say what chance his motorman 
had to see the man who got out cf the 
buggy. Witness thought that the horse was 
inclined to be dark, which, according to 
witness, was a color somewhere between 
white and black, but which was neither of 
those two colors. Witness couldn’t tell 
what kind of a buggy it was, but was cer- 
tain that the parties were not in a wagon. 
Witness did not see the same man in the 
city, and did not call a policeman. 

“Why didn’t you?’ asked Solicitor Hill. 

‘‘Recause I wasn’t certain the man ih the 
huggy was Myers.” 

“Didn't you and your partner agree that 
if there was a killing, the man who kot 
out of the buggy helped Myers, or did it?’

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THE BOSTON MILK BUSINESS, 


How Milk Is Sold in New England's 
Metropolis. 

The Boston milk business is, in a gen- 
eral way, conducted as follows: ‘There are 
several large firrms of wholesalers, or con- 
tractors, who practically monopolize all the 
business in the city. A little milk is 
brought in from near-by sources in wag- 
ons, and one or two independent cars are 
run, but three-quarters of all the milk bus- 
iness of Boston and its suburbs is done by 
contractors, Who have an associa- 
constituting practically a combina- 
tion or trust. The railroad companies fit 
up cars with accommodations for refrig- 
eration in summer and heating in winter. 
These cars are rented by the year to the 
contractors. They are supposed to hold 
about 800 cans, but at times they are filled 
beyond this limit, carrying 1,000 or 1,100. 
This, of course, is to the advantage of the 
contractors, reducing materially the freight 
per can, bui on the other hand they have 
to pay the regular contract price per car 
for a short load. 

There has been agreed upon, hetween 
the milk contractors and the milk pro- 
ducers’ union, a series of imaginary circles 
about the city, ten miles apart, end it is 
agreed that there. shall be a set of dis- 
counts from the theorctical Boston price 
depending upon’ Gistance from the city; 
so that when the two contractine parties 
(the dealers’ associaticn and the preduc- 
ers’ union) get together, they negotiate 
for a price for milk delivered in Boston. 
But this is a theoretical price, and is never 
made use of in practice, 


these 


tion, 


except for pur- 
poses of negotiation twice a year when the 
trade is made. 

When tthe Boston price is established, 
then, each producer applies the discount 
applicable to his own railroad station, and 
thereby figures the price he ig to get for 
the ensuing six months. These discounts 
range from 8 to 15 cents per can. The con- 
tractors buy milk delivered at the pro- 
ducers’ several railroad stations. 

The price at present for this winter is 27 
cents per can, the cans being of a capacity 
of eight and one balf quarts, so that the 
farmers wh>d supply the market reecive 
at their railroad stations from 22 to 26 
ecuts per can. it also costs the farmers 
about 2 cents a can to team the milk from 
their dairies to the railroad stations, so 
that the farmer nets for milk from his dairy 
from 20 to 24 cents for an eight and one- 
half quart can during the present winter. 

The peculiar feature of the Boston busi- 
ness—the one which causes the most op- 
pcsit.on among the farmers, and the most 
self-congratulation among the contractors— 
is in relation to the surplus. The contrac- 
tors agree to pay, and do pay, this straight 
price for the milk that they can sell and a 
surplus of 10 per cent in addition, so that 
they may always have enough on hand to 
meet any call for extra milk. They buy all 


‘other milk that is sent to them for the 


sake of keeping it off from the market, and 
maintaining an even price to the peddlers 
and retailers. Be the supply large or small 


this powerful combinaiton of contractors 
keeps all surplus off from thé market, s0 
that there is never any breaking of the 
price te the peddlers and retailers by rea- 
£0n of an increased supply. This surplus 
the contractors manufacture into butter on 
account of the farmers, charging them 4 
cents a pound for manufacturing, and re- 
turning to them all the money the con 
tractors can get out of it; so that the farm- 
ers get, as shown above, from 20 to 24 cents 
per can for all the milk which the Boston 
market will take, and for 10 per cent more. 
Then they get butter prices for such surplus 
as they send to the city in addition to that. 

The market conditions here have a fur- 
ther peculiarity in what is called the grad- 
ing of the price. To illustrate: Thirty- 
seven cents was agreed upon as the theo- 
retical Beston price for the six months 
beginning Nlovember ist. Now the contrac- 
tors reserve the right to grade this price 
SO as to pay less than this during the 
months of largest supply, and more during 
the months when the. supply is shorter. 
For instance, they may pay 35 cents during 
October, November and December, and 39 
cents during January, February and 
March. Sometimes, during the six sum- 
mer months, the contract price will be for 
two months 2 cents below the theoretical 
price, for two months 2 cents above that 
price and for two months will be the regu- 
lar price, thus making the average for the 
six months.

They Will Not Be Increased on Eest- 
Bound Shipments. 


THE RAILROADS RESCIND THE RULE 


The Mintmum Weizht Per Car Will Re 
Main 20,000 and Will Not Be In- 
creased to 24,000 Pounds. 


to the obnoxious rule 
of the Southern Railway and Steamship 
Association raising the rate on peaches 
to the east by increasing the minimum 
Weight per car Was the outcome of The 
Constitution’s expose of the injustice done 
the fruit growers of Georgia, and it will 
certainly be gratifying to the growers to 
learn that the objectionable rule has been 
suspended. 

The minimum weight pef car will re- 
Main as it has formerly been,*20,000 pounds, 
instead of 24,000 pounds. 

This means a great deal to the fruit 
growers, an increase in the rates on east- 
ern shipments having been involved in the 
proposition to increase the minimum 
Weight per car load of peachés. 

It will be remembered that when the 
rate committee of the association held its 
last meeting in Atlanta there was a large 
delegation of fruit growers bere to 
for a reduction of rates on peaches. The 
petition of the fruit growers was not 
granted by the rate committee and they 
Were seriously discouraged, many of them 
declaring that without a reduction in the 
rates their crops would have to rot in the 
orchards, as they could no proiit in 
shipping peaches at such rates. 

It was greatly to their astonishment, 
therefore, when they soon ascertained that 
not only had the rate committee declined 
their request for cheaper rates, but had 
Promulgated a rule by which the minimum 
weight per car would be raised 400 pounds. 
This meant indirectly a us raise of 
the rates instead of a reduction, and the 
fruit growers Were loud in their sina on 
to the rule.

baugh. The state was represented by the 
attorney general, Mr. George S. Mower and 
General Edward McCrady; the plaintiffs 
by Dr. Samson Pope, who made an argu: 
ment of his own,-and read that of his col- 
league, Mr. J. F. J. Caliwell, who was ab. 
sent on account of sickness. Judge Simon- 
ton granted the order in this case also,

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Answering a Correspondent. 

A correspondent in Louisville, Tex., 
sends us five questions which he asks 
auswer through the columns of 
The Constitution. As he 
seoking information we 
His request with pleasnre: 

1. What effect had the closing of the mints 
to silver in India in 1898 upon the price of 
products of India in England, and also what 
effect did it have upon the price of Amer- 
ican products in Eneland 

Phere was ua slight fall in silver 
ports of India and a 
credits that gave 
Ccoluplaints and petitions 
yoverninent on aeecount of 
Closing of the mints. But 
fall in inereased the quantity 
imported inte India. European 
terchants found it inmere profitable to 
purchase silver bullion and to ship it to 
Imedia direct than to sertle their trade 
balances by buying rupee paper, or 
“council bills’ at the arbitrary price 
fined by the Tudian eounecil, of which 
Lord Wimberly was the bead. Bogland 
Closed the Indian minfs to silver osten- 
sibly to prevent a further fall in the 
price of rupee paper in London, but 
‘eally to further cheapen American cot- 
fon and wheat for the benefit of her 
manufacturers sud her pauper laborers. 

There was a stidden fall of 10 or 12 
eenis an ounce in the price of silver, 
md a Corresponding decline in the 
prices of American products in London. 
In other words, England eould buy the 
amount of silver necessary to exchanye 
fer ten pounds of eotton in India for 
10 cents less in gold. So with the whent 
from India and Argentina. rut the 
rupee in India maintained its purehas- 
ing power in spite of the shock that had 
heen given-to Indian traditions aud cus- 
toms by the elosing of the mints. 

Qur correspondent knows, of 
What ccecurred in this country as the re- 
sult of the fall in a«ilver in June, 1803, 
When the Indian mints were closed. 
Whether we say that silver fell or that 
fold rose in value the result was the 
saine. ‘Phere was a fall-in priees and 
a Shrinkage of values that it- will take 
the people of the United States yvears 
from. The credit that was 
based on the silver dollar took wings, 
amd the money changers, seeing that 
their money was ipereasing its purchas- 
ing power at @ very rapid rate, began to 
hoard ift—a business they are stgll. en- 
gaged in, although the so-called panie 
occurred two years ago. A goldbug 
administration, acting in coneert with 
the money sharks of England who 
eaused the demonetization of silver in 
India, announced that United States 
notes were no longer redeemable in eoin 
—jn gold or silver—but in gold at the 
option of the holder. The effect of this 
gnnoeuncement was preeisely the same 
as a dechiration on the part of the gov- 
ernment that silver was no longer a 
legal tender unless the creditor was 
willing to accept it. Consequently all 
credits had to adjust themselves to a 
gold basis and the result was falsely 
described as a “panic.” It was simpty 
& monetary revolution so far as this 
country was concerned, 

2. Explain why the demonetization of: sil- 
ver by the United States in 1878 caused the 
price of our exports to England io fall. 

Because the value that was taken 
away from silver by closing the mints 
to its unlimited coinage was added to 
gold. The value of silver did not fall 
in the countries where the mints were 
open to its free coinage, but only in the 
countries that had excluded the bulliog 
from their mints. Prices fell because 
gold alone, instead of silver and gold, 
bec ame the basis of redemption, the 
money of final payment. Double the de- 
mand for any article, without doubling 
the supply, and its value is doubled. Jt 
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is demand that imparts value to money, 
and, in 1873, the. whole demand for 
money of final redemption was centered 
on gold, and the supply of gold was-not 
inereased in response to the doubled de- 
mand. Consequently, when debtors 
came to pay their debts, they. found 
they were compelled to give an ever 
increasing quantity of wheat, cotton and 
the other products of their labor for a 
given amount of money, representing 
gold, with which to pay their debts. 

8. If we had the free and unlimited coin- 
age of silver on a ratio of 16 to 1 and there 
was enough coined to double our volume of 
money, thereby causing our prices to double 
in this country, would not the prices of 
our prdducts remain the same in England 
as they now are? For instance, say that 
our cotton sells for 5 cents in this country 
awd for 6 cents in England, then by doub- 
ling our volume of money it will bring 10 
cents in*this country, but would not England 
still pay us only 6 cents for it, and would 
We not have to discontinue trade relations 
with England, or else would not gold go to 
@ premium of 100 per cent in this country? 

ine best answer. to this is to refer 
our Correspondent to his own knowledge 
and experience. In this country in is73 
a gold dollar, although it Was at a pre- 
mium over paper, would buy not quite 
half the quantity of commodities that 
it will. buy now. England had no de- 
preciated paper, but was on the gold 
SMandard then as how. Cptton was 
worth 20 cents a pound in greenbacks. 
England had to pay the equivalent of 
this in gold, noe more, no That 
equivalent was about 15 cents in gold. 
The mints of this country, open to 
unlimited coinage of silver, constitute a 
continual and an inexhaustible demand 
for bullion for money purposes. Tt is 
impossible to imagine how gold could 
go to a premium as long as bullion 
owners held their silver at the mint price 
of $1.20 an ounce. Gold showed no signs 
of disturbance when the price of silver 
bullion went to S$L21L- an. ounce. The 
free and unlimited coinage of silver by 
the United States means tlmt the owner 
of silver bullion in any part of the world 
ean purchase with it $1.29 worth of 
American products, less the cost of trais- 
porting it to the mints. We call the 
attention of our correspondent to the 
fact that a Mexican silver dollar will 
purehase large a quantity of the 
necessaries of life the gold dollar 
will purchase in this country. 

4. If the silver that Is in a standard silver 
dollar will sell for only 60 cents before 4t is 
coined and Mexico has the free and unitmit- 
ed coinage of silver at the ratio of 15% to 1, 
would not those who have silver bullion 
find it advantageous to ship their bullion to 
Mexico?

Some interesting figures. showing 
effect of this new waterway are given 
by The Sup, which explains how we are 
interested by saying: . 
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for example, our own commerce, 
it can save, on the average, according toa 
careful estimate, about twenty-two hours 
irf time, and ten or eleven times as many 
miles, by the canal route to the Baltic 
stead of the old way around the peninsula 
of Denmark. The-~ German ports on the 
Elbe and the Weser will make much great- 
er gains, while those of Scotland and Nor- 
Way cannot count on any at all. But that 
Vast portion of the world’s commerce, in- 
cluding the shipping of France and south- 
ern Europe, and of the south .and west 
coasts of Envland, with [Ireland and Wales 
through the straits of Dover 
on its way to and from the Baltic, will have 
a vain like that of the United States, and 
thus can afford to pay reasonable toils. 
Against the saving in actual miles must 
be put. the slow speed of a little over five 
knots allowed in the canal, but this is 
cluded in the foregoing reckoning; while 
on the other hand, we have the delay from 
Storms and from adverse winds to which 
the open sea detour is Hable. Some trou- 
bles are expected from land slides for a 
time, and in severe winters the canal will be 
wholly frozen over.

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The Law of Self-Defense, 

A recent ruling of the supreme court 
of the United States on the question of 
self-defense is interesting in the new 
definition which it gives to the term and 
the brond ideas which it involves. 

The decision was rendered tna 
from ..e western district of Arkansas, 
A young man had been convicted and 
sentenced to eight years’ imprisonment 
for having dealt ae fatal blow to a 
brother-in-law who bad come upon his 
premises With two others to claim a 
cow and was about to draw a revolver 
when struck the blow which produced 
his death. 

During the trial of the case Judge 
Parker, of the district court, in his in- 
structions to the jury, had declared that 
the defendant was compelled by the 
law of self-defense “to avoid danger by 
getting out of the way. if he could; that 
the only place where he need not re- 
treat further was his dwelling house,” 

On this point the supreme court said: 


The defendant was where he had the right 
to be when the deceased advanced upon 
him in a threatening manner and with a 
deadly weapon; and if the accused did not 
provoke the assault and had at the time 
reasonable grounds to believe, and in good

| faith believed, that the deceased intended to 


“jnto 


take his life or to do him great bodily harm, 


he was not obliged to retreat, nor to consil- 
er whether he could safely retreat, but was 
entitled to stand his ground and meet any 
attack made upon him with a _ deadly 
weapon im such way and with such force as 
under all circumstances he at the moment 
honestly believed, and had ~ reasonable 
grounds to believe, Was Necessary to save 
his own life or to protect himself from 
great bodily injury. 

The distincion is interesting. The

‘The apecimen is in a block of 
red oak wood about foul which 
Mr. Klair was taken from the center 
of a tree two feet in diameter, The other 
block of wood is the part which was taken 
from over the bone, the prints of the teeth 
being plainly visible on it, 

The tree in which .the strange bone and 
teeth were found was one supposed to be 
about eighty years old, and was on the 
property of V. 8B. and P. H. Hesterly, in 
Carroll county, ten miles north of Carroll- 
ton and five miles southwest of Viila Rica 
and two miles northeast cf Hickory Level, 
GA. 

The bone was found by W. F. Turner 
while splitting the tree into boards, and he 
mokes affigavit that it Was four inches trom 
the bark of the tree and four from 
the center, the tree being a little over two 
feet in diameter.

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GEORGIA’S NEW CODE. 


Legislative Committes Now Busy at the 
Work of Examination. 


SEVERAL IMPORTANT CHANGES MADE 


The Foard of Commissioners Have Com- 
Pleted Their Work and the New 
Volume Will Soon Bos Out. 


—__ 


Georgia will soon have a brand new code 
a@nd all the lawyers in the state are anx- 
fously awaiting its appearance. 

Important changes will ‘be made and 
from the clumsy and ill-arranged laws of 
the old code a new volume with all modern 
Statutes and decisions will have been pre- 


pared. 

During the session of the general as- 
sembly in December, 1893, am act was 
passed providing for the appointment of 
three commissioners to codify the laws 
of the state. The appointment was to be 
made by the governor. Ln accordance with 
this Governor Northen ‘appointed as the 
commissioners Judge John &. Hopkins, of 
Atlanta; Judge Clifford Anderson, of 
Macon, and Judge J. R. Lamar, of <Au- 
gusta. It was a work long and laborious 
and in the act a goodly ¢ompensation was 
Mamed to be given to the commissioners.

and for other purposes approved December 
19, 1893, will have completed their work 
before the next session of the general as- 
sembiy of Georgia; and, 

‘“‘Whereas, Under said act, said work of 
said commissioners must be approved or 
accepted by the general assembDly of the 
state; therefore, be it 

‘“‘Resolved by the general assembly, the 
house of representatives concurring there- 
in, That a committee of three from the 
senate and tive from the house be ap- 
pointed to carefully examine the work of 
said commissioners and report the result 
of their work to the next session of the 
general assembly. 

“Resolved also, That if said commis- 
Sioners shall accept and approve the work 
of the commissioners then, and in that 
event said committee are hereby prepared 
to draft a bill in the general assembly to 
be approved.”’ 

This was approved.

The gen- 
eral state of the market is one of indiffer- 
ence, and when tne market has adjusted 
quotations early in the day to the parity 
of the previous close, little or nothing is 
done until the opening quotations are re- 
ceived from this side. London appears to 
be short of some stocK in our market, but 
this represents merely sales of stock by 
traders in London, where stock is plenty. 
There is no sign of a short interest in the 
London market. 

A peculiar thing about New England is 
that general Knowledge of an event which 
should terminate absolutely and finally the 
mystery which has surrounded the stock 
seems in reality to have rather deepened 
the mystery for the time being. The par- 
ticular mystery at present is the reason 
for buying the stock around present prices.
